To begin with, Salads are not necessarily 
limited to. lettuce “with ‘additions and 
these not ime appropriate ones. A mixed 
vegetable, a fruit, an egg-and-cheese-and-nut 

saiad, would be a revelation indeed to 
éin lettuce and cress and fontets are 
alone familiar. What then of asparagus tips 
and French beans, of blanched chicory and 
dandelion, of meat and fish with aspic, and 
of fresh fruits with nuts and cream gd 
Yet all these are servable in salad form 
Nevertheless it is not with these that w 
are concerned as as with the 
lettuce foundation, because it is the lettuce 
that we n more and more, for its 
fibfous substance as well as for its 
vitamins. Add what you like to the 
clean, cool lettuce, but never forget that it is 

o green leaf you want most of all. The 
salad-bowl should be on the table at least 
once a day, if not, at every principal meal; 
and, while lettu_s.is comparatively chea and 
plentiful, a bigger demand would make it 
still more so, and we shall do well to bear

Potato and Radish Salad.—Scrape and boil 
with mint and salt some new kidney potatoes, 
leave to become cold before slicing, then cut 
rather “thinly end lay in a shallow dish. Cut 
larger red radishes in thin slices and cover 
the potatoes, then decorate the top with 
small radishes. Pour over a thin cream or egg 
dressing and leave for ten minutes before 
serving. To make a border of cress improves 
the appearance. 


TYE MAYPOLE. 


-“ 


N the year 1644 the English Parliament 
| ordered and ordained in the interests of 

Puritanism, that “ all and te ge my 5 
poles that are or shall be erect shall be 
taken down.” And in obedience to this de- 
cree, enforced by severe penalties, some 
famous May ypoles were removed and destroyed 
together with less important ones. From one 
London Maypole a parish actually took it’s 
name—Saint Andrew Undershaft; and Stow 
tells us that “every ng on May Day the 
shaft was set up in the midst of the street 
before the south door of the church; which 
shaft when it was set on end, and 
the round, was higher than the charch 
steeple.” 

For the remainder of the year the pole 
hung on hooks above the doors of the houses 
pear by, and was protected by the penthouses 
that formed a kind of porch. In the reign 
of Edward the Sixth, it was destroyed, and 
the people who lived in the houses mentioned, 
‘‘sawed it in pieces, everie man takin for 
his share as much as had layne over his doore 
and stall, the length of his house; and the 
of the alley divided amongst them ‘so muc 
as had lay.e over their alley gate.” 

Another famous Maypole that shared the 
fate of the others, stood near St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, and was stored in a hostlery close 
by. The country parishes also vied with 
each other as to the height and the decora- 
tion of their Maypoles, some of which ‘still 
exist, though in other capacities,one of them 
having for long supported a weathercock in 
an old churchyard. 

A very famous Maypole was erected in the 
Strand in the year 1661, and the ceremony 
was an impressive one, in which figured the 
beating of drums, and the display of many 
flags. The pole was one hundred and thirty- 
four feet in height, and was presented for 
the purpose by the Duke of Yor , and raised 
to its position by a party of sailors. 

When, in 1717, the pole was finally re- 
moved, it was taken to nstead, and there 
served as a support for the monster telescope. 

Almost a hundred years later an anon 
writer mentions it again, as typical of the 
ease with which famous things may be for- 
gotten :—

greased and dowed tin about 40 minutes.

The lowest. tender for the tunnel at the 
lower level through the rock is that sub- 
mitted by Messrs. Sir Robert McAlpine and 
Sons (Ireland), Ltd., whose price is £28,665. 
This firm offered us a special form of rein- 
forced concrete lining, the patent of which 
the company had acquired from the inventor, 
Herr Wolfscholtz, formerly the consultin 
engineer of the Simplon Tunnel, but inti- 
mated that they were prepared to construct 
the tunnel at their quoted price, using either 
the Wolfscholtz. method of lining, ‘the 
McAlpine patent pre-cast reinforced concrete 
lining, or cast-iron segments, As the Wolf- 
scholtz method has not yet been adopted in 
Great Britain or Ireland, J] conside it ad- 
visable, before recommending acceptance of 
the tender, that the engineers who will have 
the responsibility of carrying out the contract 
should have an opportunity of inspecting the 
proposed method of construction. The Acting 
Borough Surveyor was unable to leave Dub- 
lin, but Mr. Henry Nicholls, B.A., B.Á.I., 
who I recommend should be the resident en- 
gineer on the works, and myself, interviewed 
the principals of Messrs. McAlpine and Sons 
in London, and subsequentlv visited Frank- 
fort-on-Main, where we inspected the Wolf- 
scholtz system of lining. Ags a result of the 
inspection, and on the advice of the Acting 
City Engineer and Mr. Nicholls, I do not 
recommend the adoption of the Wolfscholtz 
method of construction, which has ouly re- 
cently been patented and is as yet untried, but 
recommend the acceptance of thé McAlpine 
system of reinforced concrete lining for the 
tunnel. 

The firm first proposed that the concrete 
segments should be composed of 4; to 1 con- 
crete 3 inches thick, but after consultation 
between one of the directors and the Acting 
City Engineer it was agreed to make the seg- 
ments of 4 to 1 concrete 4 inches thick; with- 
out extra cost. With regard to the.tining of 
the shafts, .the Acting City. Engineer. called 
upon the firm at their office in London and 
discussed the matter with them. -The Chair- 
man of the company stated that they advo- 
cated lining the shafts as far as the rock with 
cast-iron segments, as they considered these 
the bestform of construction. ., They, how- 
ever, propused to excavate in the boulder: elay 
for a minimum of. three inches,,outside. the 
cast-iron segments, the space to be filled with 
grout under pressure. Where sand or gravel 
is met the grout will be forced in under 
pressiire through the gravel. The inner sur- 
face of the segments to be filled with concrete 
fiush with the flanges. 

The Acting City Engineer. being of opinion 
that this would not give a sufficiently per- 
manent lining, obtained from Messrs. 
McAlpine a quotaticn of £300 for sub- 
stituting for the concreting flush with the 
flanges a lining of McAlpine concrete seg- 
ments 6 inches thick inside the flanges, with

A Scholar’s Meed. 
‘One ol the mdst notable scholars of our 
| time, has passed away. in the person of 
Dr. B. P. Grenfell, of Oxford. Exactly 
ago Grenfell, at the early 
ty-six, published his first work 
‘At the instance of Flinders 
Petrie he had: edited ‘a newly-discovered 
Greek papyras which threw fresh light upon 
the Ptolemaic’ fiscal system and curren¢y. 
mis. sad spongy toAve-Joarned-wecld ths 
commendation implied by‘an introducty 
from‘ the pen of Professor Mahaffy, h 
his name ‘was made. Towards the end of 
1896 the young scholar, accompanied by 
Mr. A: 8. Hant, went to Oxyrhynchus. to 
‘undertake ' reseatch in that remarkable 
mine of. ancient . learning. The sand- 
covered -ruins of Oxyrhynchus lie on the 
edge oí “the Libyan desert, not far from 
Assouan. Among precious texts which 


have been recovered from papyri found in 


the course ofexcavations at that spot are 
‘poems of Callimachias, Sappho and Pindar, 
a continuation’ of ‘Thucydides, and “a 
Christian hymn. dating back -to. the third 
century. ‘Most of these documents were 
edited by; the .two colleagues ; but their 
supreme ‘discovery, made within a few 
weeks of the beginning of their researches, 
was the text’ of certain sayings attributed 
to Christ: and. “recorded nowhere else to 
human knowledge.

Later it fell 
again to 172, but recovered subsequently. 

e tendency was very uncertain, and the rate 
was clearly at the mercy of all sorts of con- 
flicting influences. After closing, the pound 
was quoted at 171.40. 

The. most apparent cause of this sudden 
break is the heavy sale of francs which have 
been made on the international money markets 
on behalf of the Italian Treasury, which is 
trying fo maintain. the lira. It is unfortunate 
for the. French that this mancuvre should 
have occurred at. a time when the political 
horizons are unusually clouded; for # has 
helped to.make its effects particularly disas- 
trous for the franc. .It is obvious, however, 
that the franc would not have been so sensi- 
tive to shocks from outside if confidence in 
France m its stability had not been thoroughly 
‘undermimed. There is no doubt about the 
‘cause of the present uneasiness. [It is a feel- 
ing that the affairs. oí the country are not 
properly managed.

BURIED CLASPING A 
SOLDIER’S LETTER. 

With a soldier's letter clasped in her hand, 
aml her coffin bound in a Union Jack, 
Florence Baroness Garvagh, widow of the 
third Baron; was buried yesterday at Cran- 
ford; Middlesex. ‘In accordance ‘with her 
wishes, the ceremony was quite private. Lhe 
mourners. were :— Garvagh, son; Lady 
Garvagh; the late Batoness's maid, Miss 
Leyton; her lawyer, and a representative of 
the. Flerence Lady Garvagh Lodge of the 
Royal Antediluvian Order of Buffaloes, which 
meets at Worting; Basingstoke. 

On her return from the funeral, Miss 
Leyton told a Press Association representa- 
tive that her/late: mistr’:s had always im- 
préssed upon her that she was not to 
announce i death until after the funeral. 
The late Baroness had a great dislike for 
fxnerals,, pe she regarded as extremely 
depressing, and she was anxious that her 
friends ‘should not undergo the ordeal of 
attending ,hers. It was in deference to her 
wishes in this respect that her death, which 
occurred on Monday last, was not announced 
to-her many friends until after the interment 
yesterday. . 

Am the Baroness’s other wishes, which 
were faitufully carried. out, were that the 
blinds, .of. the family house in Orme, square 
should ‘not be drawn (even during the 
funeral; that the Union Jack should be 
bound round her coffin, that no flowers should

Such 
a junction should lead to the submission of 
the tribes hitherto holding out to the east of 
Ajdir, and thus: enable the Franco-Spanish 
Eastward front to be straichtened .ont till it 
follows the direct line from Ajdir via Kif- 
fane, to Tara, blocking Abd-el-Krim in the 
mountains.

MINISTRY'S PROPOSAL. 


MERIT THE ONLY TEST FOR 


APPOINTMENT, 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, moved the second redding 
of the Local Authorities (Officers and Em- 
ployés) Bill. Ha object is to establish a 
Commission charged with the duty of selecting 
persons to be appointed by loca) authorities. 

The Minister said that the bill would go a 
long way towards carrying into effect an 
ideal cherished by the founder of the Sinn 
Fein movement—namely, the establishment 
of a national service that should be recruited 
by competitive examination. That principle 
had already been adopted so {- as the 
central services were yes oe nw and those 
who had experience in administerin 
ments were awere of the fact that it Bry oo 
very helpful. He believed that if Ministers 
of Departments at present had very large 
patronage at their disposal their position 
would be almost intolerable. i AR 
even as it, was, they had reguests from 
throughout the country who could not 
stand that they had divested themselves 4 
every shred of patronage. They ~ coule 
readily understand how impossible the posi- 
tion of the Ministers would be if all the patron- 
age of their Departments were in their hands. 

What held good with regard to the central 
services would also hold good with regard to 
local services. Chatges of nepotism and 
corruption had occasionally ben made 
against local authorities. They were unfor- 
tunately in a position to confirm those 
charges. &till, he did not say that either 
corruption or nepotism was carried on on a 
great scale in appointments made by local 
authorities at present. Yet there was some 
foundation for the statement. 

But even if there were no foundation for 
such statements it was undoubtedly true to 
say that the best representatives of local 
authority objected to the continual canvassing 
that went on with regard to local appoint- 
merits, and would be glad to be divested of 
the patronage incurred by these appoint- 


ments. 
AN URGENT MATTER. 

The bill went a considerable length in 
divesting local authorities of this patronage, 
It was rather an urgent matter, for one 
reason—namely, that one class of officers 
who would come under the bill 
were County Medical Officers’ of 
Health. The selection of these officers 
would be a very” difficult matter, 
and he would not like to leave the responsi- 
bility of their selection solely to the local 
authorities. Until these men were appointed 
certain services could not be established, and 
there could be no appointments un'il the bill 
was passed. It was not intended to bring 
all classes of officers within the scope of 
the bill at present. It applied to medical 
officers, chief officers of local authorities, and 
officers requiring professional qualifications, 
The bill could be afterwards applied by 
order to other classes of officers. 

The local authorities would still have con- 
siderable control, because they could make 
promotions or appoint pensioners to we 
tions similar to those that they had held 
already. They might also select or nomie 
nate a person to fill a vacancy. 

HOW OFFICERS WILL BE ELECTED. 

Qualifications would be decided by the, 
Commissioners at the request of the Council. 
As a general rule, candidates would be 
selected by local competitive examinations, ' 
but it was obvious that cases would arise’ 
occasionally in which that system might not 
be adhered to. For instance, in the case of 
county medical officers, theoretical qualificas 
tions and ability to pass examinations would’ 
be of little use when it came to testing the. 
qualities needed for that responsible position, 
Tn that erse§ another evstem, rrehehie @: 
Selection Board, would have to be set up by 
the Commissioners. If there happened to 
be an officer of the local authority who, the
